Air Ministry’s Interest 


‘Plons are being made for the rupid 
‘expansion of magnesium production 
in this country, ¢ 


Magnesium is the lightest of the 
normal metals, and every encourage~ 
ment to its production is belng given, 
it Is understood, by the Alr Ministry. 
Itis-already-extensively. -used- in, Hight . 
machine parts, and new alloys of 
magnesium: are now being produced 
which suggest that it will find many 
more uses in alreraft. ee 


Just over two years ago production 
in Great Britain was negligible—not, 
more than 100 tons of the metal a. 
year, Then the first large-scale 
magnesium factory was opened In 
Essex, and by the, end of last year 
production had reached 1,500 tons. 


Now a second factory is in opera-. 
tlon near Manchester, and the end of 
the. year it .is estimated that total 
output will exceed 3,000 tons, 

‘A third factory is likely to be built 
in elther Scqtland or South Wales, 
and may use a different process from 
either of the other two. 


EXTRACTION ‘METHODS 


p oe . 
One method of production which 
ls belng considered “1s to’ heat 
magnesium ore with coke to a tem- 
perature of some 3,000° degrees 
Fohrenhelt. At this temperature the 
magnesium would “boil -over"’ from 
the furnsee, and to prevent the 
vapour combining with the oxygen 
hydrogen atmosphere 
would have to be used. “* : 


On-entry into a cooler. chamber 
the magnesium vapour would then 
condense in the form .of solid 
globutes of the metal. These would 
again have to be re-melted, still in 
on atmosphere of hydrogen, and run 
together into, ingots. !

SWATOW QUARREL 
-PROBE--INTO—RECENT- 
ASSAULT 


3 Swatow, June 4. 

Despite the progress made in the 
negotiation between Mr. S, F, Ling 
und the Japanese OMclals, including 
the Canton Jnpanese Vice-Consul, it 
is pénerally believed that more time 
will be required before a final settie- 
ment of the Kiyoshi Aoyama case, 
can be reached, ‘ : . 


The result of the Slno-Japdnese 
discussion hus been reported to the 
Canton Government by Mr. S. F. 
Ling‘ over the Swataw-Canton radio 
telephone. ‘Further talks were car- 
riled out yesterday and tlie day. be- 
fore; but there has’ been no fresh 
development. It is understood that 
Mr. Ling is. ready to return to Can- 
ton by air to-morrow. 

The negotiations so. far can .be 
summarised os follow: 

The Japanese officials have polnted 
out’that.to press them to report to 
the Chinese Police regarding any 
change of address Is’ illegal. Mr. 
Aoyama is a Japanese, Consulnte 
oMcer and therefore his arrest by 
Chinese. authorities js considered to 
be an insult to. the Jopanese juris- 
diction. ie 

Mr; Aoyama acted only on self- 
defence in the assault. 

Counter views as presented to the 
Japanese by Mr. .S, F. Ling were 
that the Inws requiring reports to 
the Chinese Police regarding change 
of address have Jong been observed 
by forcigners.in Swatow and else- 
where in China, This does not 
apply to the: Japanese’ only. Mr. 
Ling cited coses in which Japanese 
nationals have .observed this law. 

Regarding the second point Mr. 
Ling explained that since © Mr. 
Aoyama did not report to the Police 


about his removal he had obviously: 


violated the laws. which have been 
observed by foreigners. Mr. Aoyama 
wns advised by the Chinese Police 
Officer to make the necessary re- 
port; but he refused. He even as- 
sulted ‘tho. Chinese OMcer. . . 
“It was pointed out that during the 
Quarrel Mr. Aoyamao was in plain 
clothes. He claimed that he was 
member of the Japanese Consulate 
staff but could furnish no proof, It 
wan impossible for the Chinese 
Pollce officer. to recognise him. -

There $s 
some difference of opinion on 
question, but it is fairly certain that 
this took place some time between 
1918 and 1920. Even with that date, 
it is believed that the Chinese Asso- 
clation Is-the oldest of Its kind in

It was during the body-line bowl- 
ing dispute, Perry said, that fela- 
‘dons between Australia and the 
United Kingdom became so straincd 
that “the British Board of .Trade 
was frankly alarmed and even the, 
staid London Times took notice.”

tator, and bring a little tragedy into 
the lives of tens of thousands who 
had looked foward to a jolly game 
on a club ground, or on one of the 
pitches in the parks. The hopes of 
a week have vanished in a thunder 
storm. 


It Js always the weather that 
counts. The chief reason why there 
is so much optimism In’ first- 
class cricket just now comes 
from the fact that the scason 
began under blue skies. .If it 
had opened with a day of rain, 
or even chill winds, criticism of the 
yume would have been rampant. 
There {s nothing co certain to bring 
out pessimism as a period when 
rain stops play. Thrt Is the time 
when the reformers’ have a chance 
to tell us exactly how to. turn the 
game up-side-down, -And even a 
swinging hit to the boundary can 
look: a tame offair when you watch 
{t with your overcoat collar turned 
up ond with a north wind blow- 
Ing straight into your cycs, But 
because the sun shone on the open- 
ing doy all seemed well with the 
world of cricket. Summer has 
started in stronger sunshine, and It 
Is possible that in some past Mays 
Grace and Hornby, Fry and Ranji, 
Hobbs and Hayward, even the far- 
distant Alfred Mynn, played as 
interestingly as Worthington and 
Dyson, Robins and Wyatt, and the 
rest of them played in the early 
hours of this new scason; but per- 
haps~because-the-big-day -had--becn 
approachd with so many doubts and 
fears the return of cricket was given 
an artificial glamour. Weeks of 
rain and. cold had destroyed our 
faith. Everything had pojnied to o 
start on spongy wickets, 
sweaters and sawdust,. batsmen,

The receiver of 
secrets never intends to say a word. 
But the success and failure of seerct 
keeping, or giving away, has ‘an 
Interesting psychology. 

What makes anybody tell o secret 
to keep 
silende? | Exactly tho eamo ‘thing 
which has caused the original teller 
of the secret to tell it to her—namely, 
the mental Itching. : 

The faint Irritation of an‘ideo, an 
irritation to be relieved only by the 
counter-Irritant of turning the idea 
into words, is intensely contagious.
